B ut the taking of a precau­ 
tion a t such a tim e shows th a t apprehen­ 
sion is felt, and there is nothing concerning 
w hich ,it can be felt bu t Russian inten­ 
tions. The Russians on their part are busy 
constructing new railw ays, all of which 
converge u p jn the frontier, and as there 
has been no recent rapid grow th of Rus­ 
sian commerce, and sw all the Russian rail­ 
w ays have notoriously been built w ith a 
m ain view to stiategic considerations, the 
B erlin G overnm ent may be{ excused if it 
declines to accept th e S ’. Petersburg ex­ 
planation of this new movement. 
In fact 
it is evident th at a very little more of these 
m utual “ precautions ” will cause the rela­ 
tions betw een the tw o countries to become 
‘ strained,” and when th a t happens every­ 
body knows th a t w ar m ay be declared at 
auy moment. 


8H 0 R T TKRMS NO UiE. 


Several m em bers of Congress have ex­ 
pressed approval of Kasson’a proposition 
to fix the tenure of office in all grades of 
th e Civil Service a t four years. 
I t should 
be evident th at this echeme would sim ply 
m ake bad worse. 
Its only effect would be 
to create a great rush every four years, and 
th u s 
to intensify enormously 
all 
the 
w orst evils of partisan rule. 
The result of 
throw ing open 100,000 offices for a general 
scram ble every four years may he imag­ 
ined. 
This would be the reduction of the 
spoils system to its ultim ate elem ents. 
In 
fact it would destroy all possibility of re­ 
form , and create so m uch corruption th at 
r on the G overnm ent would be in danger. 
If we are to have reform we m ust have 
fixity of tenure. 
There m ust be no teim 
of service fixed by law. 
Those who have 
won their places by m erit m ust hold them 
during good behavior ; th a t is to say, per­ 
m anently, conditional only upon conduct. 
A uy other principle than this is entirely 
inadm issible, and if th e present Congress 
intends to establish Civil Service reform it 
m ust realize th is tru th . 


FRENCH COLONIZATION. 


I t is difficult to understand th e curious 
passion for colonization and th e conquest 
or annexation of d istan t territo ry which 
France has developed of late. 
T here was 
a period in her history w hen it seemed pos­ 
sible th a t she m ight have founded pros­ 
perous colonies. 
H ad not religious bigotry 
prevented Louis the Fourteenth from per­ 
m itting the H uguenots to em igrate to 
Canada, or New France, as it was then 
named, it is qnite possible th a t the whole 
region would have been peopled by a 
th rifty and energetic race, who would have 
held the country for France, and have per­ 
haps even prevented the founding of the 
U nited States. 
B ut i t ’was not to be, and 
subsequently French sovereigns not only 
lost C anada b n t got rid of Louisiana and 
all her Indian possessions likewise. 
Since 
the conclusion of herm ore pressing European 
troubles, however, France has shown a dis­ 
position to acquire colonial possessions 
again, though she has never show n any 
aptness at utilizing them . 
T he Algerian 
experim ent may be cited as a failure, after 
nearly half a century of trial. 
T here is no 
French colony there ap art from th e m ili­ 
tary oae, nor is there likely to be. 
Y et 
w ithin the past ten years France ha3 
shown her 
am bition by acquiring the 
protectorate 
of 
T unis 
(by 
th e m ost 
flagitious 
and 
high-handed 
m ethods), 
has 
now 
entered 
upon 
a 
sim ilar 
course 
w ith 
regard 
to 
M adagascar, 
and 
appears 
bent 
upGn 
availing 
herself also of De Brazza’s recent absurd 
annexation of th e Congo river. 
The pe­ 
culiarity of all th is foreign conquest is th a t 
Frenchm en are the w orst colonists in the 
world, and th a t France has no surplus 
population to dispose of. 
H er population 
is stationary, and her people never w ant to 
leave h ranee. 
I t follows therefore th a t 
her colonies can only he made use of as 
places of arms, or as depots from which 
to recruit her commerce. 
Now the pos­ 
session of Tunis gives her command of the 
L ik e Bizerta, w hich cau be employed as 
a masked harbor from which to threaten 
and finally control the M editerranean and 
the Italian coast. 
I t was an alm ost fatal 
m istake on th e part oi Italy to perm it so 
uncertain a neighbor to become m istress cf 
the Tunisian coast, and it was alm ost 
equally shortsighted on the part of Eng­ 
land. 
A lready th e French Governm ent 
has undertaken 
form idable engineering 
w orks to defend th e entrance to L ik e 
Bizerta, and there cau b8 no doubt th at a 
tim e will come when th a t harbor will prove 
as im portant as the harbor of Y iadivostock 
is destined to be in th e N orth, in the event 
of a w ar betw een Russia and England. 
France, however, proceeds on her way, 
picking 
Hp 
colonies 
here 
and 
there, 
and 
converting 
them 
into 
m il­ 
itary 
depots, 
b ut 
never 
planting 
her own people upon them . 
H er colonia) 
adm inistration has alw ays been had, the 
French m ind apparently being incapable of 
accomm odating itself to the idio3yncracies 
of w eaker races, and tending alw ays to 
despotic and arb itrary m ethods. 
A nd 
there aie reasons w hy it is im probable 
th a t Franco will be able to retain her 
colonies, 
how ever m any ehe m ay get. 
F or where colonies are only held by m ili­ 
tary power, it needs bu t to defeat the 
m ilitary power in order to restore them to 
their original condition. 
This is w hat h ap ­ 
pened to the French provinces in India, 
though there a really vigorous commercial 
regime had been established. 
Such prov­ 
inces as Algiers, Tunis, Tcnquin, M adagas­ 
car and C entral African posts, cannot be 
am algam ated w ith the republic by the 
French m ethods.. N or will the French peo­ 
ple ever care m uch about colonies which do 
not tem pt emigration. 
In fact, the French 
nature would have to be changed funda­ 
m entally before th a t country can im itate 
England in its successful establishm ent of 
colonial possessions, and since no such 
transform ation is at all probable, it m ust 
be concluded th at the preeent colonizing 
m ania will lead to no perm anent results, 
unless those results are purely m ilitary and 
strategic. 


EPIDEMICS 
AND 
COSMIC 
PHENOMENA. 


A ll th e contem porary evidence justifies 
the conclusion th a t there has been of late 
a m arked tendency tow ards epidem ic form 
in certain diseases, aud notably typhoid 
fever. 
N aturally when a sudden access of 
disease appears in any city or region, the 
firBt impulse is to ascribe it to local causes. 
W ithout doubt local causes are to be 
counted amoDg the explanatory circum ­ 
stances, for w hatever tends to facilitate 
the spread ef disease is a disposing influ­ 
ence. 
B u t when, as a t present, we find 
the same form of disease appearing at 
widely separated points, and alm ost over a 
whole continent, we are justified in con­ 
cluding th a t thi9 sim ultaneity indicates a 
common origin, and th a t we m ust lock be­ 
yond local causes for th e final solution of 
the problem. D aring the past three m onths 
it is certain th a t typhoid fever has been 
abnorm ally prevalent in m any parts of the 
U nited States. 
In Sacram ento it has been 
literally epidemic, and also in San F ran­ 
cisco and m any other parts of California. 
I t has confined itself to no particular geo­ 
logical formation. 
I t has appeared as well 
in m ountainous districts as in low-lying re­ 
gions. 
And beyond the Sierras it has been 
equally prevalent. 
Ia m any of the E ast­ 
ern States it has been even more mischiev­ 
ous th an on th e Pacific coast. 
In K sw 
Jersey, in Rhode Island, in Connecticut, 
in Iowa and W isconsin, the same general 
phenomena have been observed. 
Thus the 
C onnecticut State Board of H ealth in its 
recent report observed th a t there seems to 
be a pandemic course of fever passing over 
th a t State, nor does it appear to be a t all 
confined to the regions affected by m alaria 
In fact there is abnndaot evidence to 
show th a t typhoid fever is epidem ic in the 
U nited States a t the present tim e, and it 
therefore becomes im portant to ascertain 
if possible th e cause or causes of this 
phenomenon. 
The origin of epidemics has 
not been a t all satisfactorily explained 
hitherto. 
Of old it was custom ary to refer 
them to divine w rath, and so the m atter 
was easily explained. 
In these days, how ­ 
ever, th e efforts of science are devoted to 
the discovery of purely physical causes, 
anil, y e t it m ust be confessed th a t the 
quest has not been successful. 
H ecker, 
in his rem arkable treatise on th e epidemics 
of tbfe M iddle Ages, has indicated a belief 
th at these disease-waves are at least partly 
caused by atm ospheric and telluric phe­ 
nomena. 
F or this he has been accused of 
superstition, and m odern investigators have 
scooted his declarations as unscientific. 
B ut w hat are th e grounds of H ecker's 
theory ? 
Sim ply this : th a t in investigat­ 
ing the history of great epidemics he has 
invariably funnd great convulsions of n a­ 
ture, or peculiar conditions of th e celestial 
bodies, coinciding w ith and accompanying 
these 
destructive 
outbreaks. 
N ow of 
course there is alw ays danger of falling 
into the Post hoc ergo propter hoc fallacy : 
of supposing th a t because tw o things occur 
in sequence, 
th a t therefore one m u3t 
have caused the other, 
Tnis is au error to 


be guarded against carefully, since it will 
vitiate any speculation, bnt at the same 
time in investigating a problem to which 
we possess so little clue, it is advisable 
that nothing he overlooked which may by 
any possibility help us to a rational and 
correct explanation. 


\ \ e no longer believe in astral influences 
of th e m edieval kind, b n t m odern science 
does not convince us th a t the conditions 
of our own planet are incapable of being 
disturbed by th e contiguity of other plan­ 
ets or epatial b :d i:« of any kind. 
Super­ 
stition has alw ays ascribed such disturbing 
influences to comets, and fur th a t reason 
perhaps scientific men are apt to go to the 
opposite extrem e, and deny any influence to 
these bodies. 
B u t it is both possible and 
to be expected th a t comets should exercise 
a disturbing influence upon this earth. W e 
are not y et acquainted w ith their constitu­ 
tion, h ut we are w arranted in suspecting 
(and pxrticulaily from the peculiar re­ 
pellan? m ovem ent of their tails from the 
sun), th a t electricity is largely concerned 
in th eir m otion; and composition. 
Now it 
is certain th a t enormous masses of m atter, 
however 
tenuous, highly charged w ith 
electricity, passing com paratively near to 
the earth, m ust have some effect upon the 
electrical conditions of the latter. 
W e 
know also th a t susceptibility and insus­ 
ceptibility to disease depend largely upon 
telluric m agnetism aud electricity. 
W hen 
the atm osphere is surcharged w ith elec­ 
tricity sickness is rife ; and also when the 
supply is deficient. 
To suppose, there­ 
fore, th a t the advent of a large comet may 
produce such disturbance in the electrical 
condition of the earth as to give rise to 
epidemics, ia entirely consistent w ith the 
mo3t advanced science. 
A nd y et this is 
precisely w hat our ignorant and supersti­ 
tious ancestors believed in th eir time. 
Dr. H ecker has brought together a great 
deal of evidence showing the coincidence 
ot telluric and atm ospheric disturbances 
w ith the greatest epidemics of th e m iddle 
ages. 
Thus before th e Black D eath which 
decim ated the inhabitants of Europe ia the 
fourteenth century, a rem arkable succes­ 
sion ol violent and destructive earthquakes 
occurred, accompanied by com etary and 
meteoric 
appearances. 
The 
Sw eating 
Sickness of the succeeding century was 
ushered in likewise by com etary phenom ­ 
ena, and w hat is very significant, great 
disturbances ia the progress of the seasons 
appear alw ays to have followed these phe­ 
nomena. 
Now this is ju st w hat we should 
expect to happen consequent upon a serious 
derangem ent of the norm al electrical con­ 
ditions of the earth ; and th a t derangem ent 
once established nothing is easier th an to 
deduce from it rational explanations of all 
the succeeding disasters. 
B at even though it should be m ade ap. 
parent th a t epidemics are or m3y be caused 
or propagated in the m anner indicated, the 
fact couid not w arrant any relaxation of 
vigilance oa th e part of local authorities. 
For though changes in th e electrical condi­ 
tions m ay increase or dim inish the suscep­ 
tib ility to disease, it m ust he remembered 
th a t tho local m aterial for the m anufacture 
of disease germs m ust be present before it 
can be possible to propagate such diseases 
as typhoid fever. 
W herever such a dis­ 
ease becomes epidemic we know th a t the 
local conditions were such as to favor its 
dissem ination. 
I t would he impossible to 
m ake typhoid fevers epidemic where there 
were no accum ulations of excreta aud other 
decomposing m atter to form the nidus of 
the germs. 
Local cleanliness and good 
drainage are therefore equally indispensable 
w hether epidemics are induced by changes 
in the electrical conditions, or are born oc 
th e spot, so to speak. 
The only way to 
secure even approxim ate safety from them 
is to m aintain the utm ost p urity in the 
local atm osphere. 
For w hile it m ay and 
does often happen th a t a com m unity lives 
for years w ith com parative im punity in the 
m idst of the m ost unhealthful conditions, 
such comm unities are alw ays ia the posi­ 
tion of people living over a pow der maga­ 
zine, which any accidental spark may 
ignite, to their sudden destruction. 


assassin had 
been 
in 
prison for less 
than three years, he is pardoned oat by 
Governor Stephens ; and bo entirely con­ 
sonant is th is defeat 
cf 
justice with 
th e popular sentim ent, th a t the news of 
his pardon was the signal for a “ demon- 
“ stration ” and a serenade to his wife. 
It 
is p erfictly evident th a t Captain Cox has 
not lost caste by com m itting a b ru tal 
m urder, and cases of this kind occur so 
frequently th a t the Southern people have 
no right to complain because of th e criti­ 
cism they receive. 
T he plain tru th is th a t 
they do not entertain a due respect for th e 
sacredness of hum an life there, and w hat 
is even worse, they continue to rear their 
children in the pernicious and barbarous 
belief th a t it is m anly and spirited to c a t 
and shoot a t th e sm allest provocation. 
M oreover there is a distinct process of de­ 
terioration visible in Southern homicides. 
Form erly they were usually the result of 
dnelB, ia w hich both parties risked th eir 
lives. 
B ut latterly they have nearly al­ 
ways taken the form of street encounters, 
in which one of th e parties commonly tries 
to shoot down his adversary w ithout d an ­ 
ger to himself. 
There is of course no 
“ c h iv alry ” in this. 
I t is sim ply savage 
and cowardly. 
B ut so long as the custom 
prevails, and so long as Southern society 
sanctions the pardoning of m urderers like 
Cox, it cannot be expected th a t tho South 
will bo regarded by really civilized people 
as either a safe or a pleasant region to re­ 
side or do business in. 


DORSEY 
AND 
GARFIELD. 


Stephen Dorsey is publishing letters 
w hich Garfield w rote to him during the 
last Presidential cam paign, w ith th e p u r­ 
pose of dem onstrating th a t th e late Presi­ 
dent was really his friend. 
I t is also an­ 
nounced, as on his part, th a t he possesses 
thousands of other letters from prom inent 
men all over th e country, and th a t he may 
find it necessary to p u t these also in print. 
W e are quite unable to perceive the logical 
conclusion a t which Mr. Dorsey m ust be 
supposed to be aiming. 
H e is at present 
accused of obtaining funds under false pre­ 
tenses, or in other words, of robbing the 
national treasury by fraud. 
How it can 
help him to m eet this charge to show th at 
President Garfield was his friend, and that 
m any other prom inent persons thought 
well of him, before anyone knew th a t he 
was w hat he is accused of being, is entirely 
beyond our comprehension. 
B it even 
could M r. D orsey preve th a t President 
Garfield and the other prom inent persons 
had continued to p u t confidence in him 
after the developm ent of the star route 
frauds, the irrelevauce of this correspond­ 
ence to his case w ould be quite as great. 
Ia such a case it w ould be perhaps neces­ 
sary to cinclude th a t P resident Garfield 
and the other prom inent persons were very 
much less upright and fastidious than the 
world had thought them ; h ut th a t could 
not help M r. Dorsey in any way. 
Tnere is 
only one way by w hich lie can rehabilitate 
himself, and th a t is by proving to the satis­ 
faction of a ju ry of his countrym en th a t he 
is not guilty of the crimes im puted to 
him. 
And th a t would seem to be his pres­ 
ent business- 
T hat, and not the inconse­ 
quent, irrelevant and preposterous task of 
try in g to show from th e letters of Garfield 
and other prom inent persons th a t they were 
not aware of hÍ3 laches. 


HOMICIDE AT THE S'JUTO. 


Southerners are ap t to charge N orthern 
critics w ith prejudice because they censure 
the abnorm al frequency of hom icide in 
the Southern States. 
B ut every day events 
are occurring which go to dem onstrate th a t 
the Southern ideas npon this question are 
peculiar. Take for exam ple the very recant 
pardon, by Governor Stephens of Georgia, 
of C aptain E. Cox, who was sentenced in 
1879 to life im prisonm ent for the m urder of 
Colonel R obert A. ¿vision, 
a t A tlanta. 
N ow here is a peculiarly atrocious m urder. 
Cox and Alston had a dispute about a cer­ 
tain contract lor convict labor. 
Cox there­ 
upon began threatening to kill A lston, who 
had been his partner. 
A lston was a peace­ 
able man (for th a t region), and did not 
w ant to have any trouble. 
Cox, however, 
was determ ined to kill him , end so finally 
forced upon him a fight, in which he was 
shot through the head. 
Cox of course 
ought to have been hanged, thongh per­ 
haps the w onder is th a t he was not ac­ 
quitted. 
I t 
happened, 
however, 
th at 
A lston was a very prom inent m an, and had 
m any friends, and so th e ju ry for once 
brought in a verdict which, b a i it been 
carried out, w ould have produced gocd re­ 
sults. 
B ut after this ferocious bully and 


THE SEWERAGE QUESTION. 


In considering th e vital question of im ­ 
proved drainage it w ill not do to begin 
by setting aside this or th a t plan on the 
ground th a t it is too costly. 
E ventually 
this com m unity will ho forced to adopt 
and to pay for w hatever system is best 
adapted to its wantB, and if the best sys­ 
tem is takeu first, no m atter w hat its cost, 
a great deal of tim e, m oney and valuable 
life will be saved. 
There is, we are afraid, 
too general a disposition to rest content 
w ith half m easures in th is connection, or 
w ith m ake-shifts. 
There is oae system 
w hich is in all respects perfectly adapted 
to th e w ants of Sacram ento, and th a t is 
th e pneum atic plan invented by Captain 
Liernur. 
I t has been said 
th a t this 
would cost too m uch, h u t no system th a t 
gives us im m unity from 'disease and death 
cm cost too m nch. The pneum atic system , 
moreover, is by no means an expensive one, 
and it possesses signal advantages over 
every other w hich has been th u s far pro­ 
posed or m entioned. 
A ny plan which 
looks to pum ping of the sewage into the 
river íb objectionable on its face. 
W e 
have no right to m ake a sew er of th e 
river, 
in 
th e 
first 
place, 
and 
in 
th e 
second 
place 
it 
is 
very 
questionable 
w hether 
any 
pum ping 
plan would not produce as much disease ss 
it removed. 
The pneum atic system , on 
the other hand, deodorizes and disinfects 
th e sewerage from th e cutset, and ends by 
converting the whole of it into a fertilizer 
which haB been given th e nam e of pou- 
d rette, and which could in all probability he 
disposed of at a price which would go some 
way tow ards m eeting th e expense of th e 
works. 
I t m ust bo realized th a t Sscra- 
m ento never can have au ordinary system 
of 
drainage. 
O ur peculiarities of situ a­ 
tion p u t th a t altogether c u t of the ques­ 
tion. 
W e m ust pum p or we m ust have 
the pneum atic system , and since it is al­ 
ways w orth while to do well w hatever it is 
necessary to do at all, the best system ought 
to be adopted first. 
As to any question of 
expense, we ask th e public to consider th e 
cost to th e com m unity of the prevalent sick­ 
ness of tho past th ree m onths. 
I t is of 
course impossible to estim ate this outlay 
w ith any precision, b ut any man can lo o t 
around among his own friends and ac­ 
quaintances and form some idea of the 
very great increase cf outlay which has 
been 
necessitated. 
A s 
to 
the 
m eet 
irreparable 
losses 
of 
all—the 
less 
of 
invaluable 
lives — who 
is 
there 
u n ­ 
prepared to say th a t any expenditure 
short of com m unity bankruptcy would be 
a cheap mode of guarding against snch an 
infliction ? 
I t rests w ith the people to 
take care of them selves, however. 
They 
know w hat they have suffered already, 
and they do not know w hat they m ay be 
destined to suffer, f rom bad aud im perfect 
drainage. 
If they are wise and farsighted 
enough to comprehend th eir own interests ; 
if they do not th in k more of dollars and 
cents th an of th eir own lives and the lives 
of those dear to thsm ; they will assuredly 
take such action in the m atter th a t when 
next an epidem ic wave passes over th e 
country it will 
find 
nothing 
to feed 
upon in Sacram ento. 
A nd it may further 
be pointed out th a t an enlightened liber 
ality in this case is sure to be the best 
paying policy for th e city in th e end, inas­ 
much as the mere announcem ent th a t Sac­ 
ram ento had introduced - a thorough and 
scientific drainage system wonld a t once 
enhance the value of every foot of real 
estate in the city, and operate as a potent 
attraction to intending im m igrants. 


THE ARREST OF PRINCE KRAPOTKINE 


The arrest of Trince K rapotkine is cal­ 
culated to surprise no one who has followed 
th e career of th a t eccentric Russian noble­ 
man w ith any care. 
F or years he has been 
engaged in w hat m ight be called playing at 
revolution, b u t th at a t intervals the fanat- 
iiism cf the men w ith whom he has had 
dealings has produced some startling crim e 
or attem pted crime. 
K rapotkine Í3 th a t 
anomalous being, an aristocrat who wishes 
to destroy aristocracy. 
In W illiam B lack’s 
novel “ Sunrise,” an English noblem an 
is represented who ha3 in som ew hat the 
same way been induced to join a secret 
revolutionary society, bu t Lard E velyn is 
a weak crpature compared to the real prince. 
Prince K rapotkiue doubtless had the con­ 
spirator’s itch born in him, for history fu r­ 
nishes m any exam ples of men sim ilarly 
placed who have been anable to resist the 
attractions of conspiracy and intrigue. 
I n ­ 
deed it m ay be said th a t in R ussia the 
tendency th a t way is alw ays greater than 
in any other country, because cf the inev­ 
itable reaction from the despotism cf th e 
G overnm ent. 
B ut when noblemen engage 
in this business they cannot hope to m ain­ 
tain anonym ity. 
Even th e m ost em bit­ 
tered “ Reds ” feel a certain pride in aris­ 
tocratic associations, and the cam e cf th e 
neble patron of dynam ite is sure to be­ 
come p retty generally known before long. 
N or can it he said th a t K rapotkine has 
taken m nch pains to conceal bis connection 
w ith the F iench Socialietsand Com munists. 
No doubt he has relied npon the indiffer­ 
ence of the G overnm ent to m atters of th is 
kind, and of late especially he has even 
come forw ard quite conspicuously as the 
champion of turbulence. 
The recent a t­ 
tem pt of th e Com mnnists to secure the 
co-operation of 
the French m iners was 
openly assisted by him, and he even a l­ 
lowed bis nam e to be used in connection 
w ith the m ovem ents cf the A narchists. A 9 
these latter have no programme which any 
civilized com m unity can understand or 
tolerate, it became impossible to counte­ 
nance or ignore their audacity longer, and 


the very long suffering Government, moved 
to action by the introduction of dynamite 
cartridges in places of public resort, re­ 
luctantly concluded to arrest th e more 
notorious offenders. 
W h at will be done 
w ith K rapotkine, now th a t he has been 
takeu into custody, ia a som ew hat difficult 
question. 
I t is at present stated th a t he 
will be tried w ith forty A narchists who 
have also been arrested. 
Possibly a term 
of so litary confinem ent, unalleviated by 
conspiracy, may bring the ecoentria Prince 
to his right m ind, if he has one, b ut in any 
case it was unavoidable to pu t au end to 
his propaganda, si nee tho A narchists have 
no possible excuse for th eir existence 


CONGRESSIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


D uring the debate on the Civil Service 
reform bill in the H ouse on W ednesday, 
Morgan of A labam a offered au am endm ent 
“ providing 
th a t 
no 
recom m endation 
“ from 
a Senator or a R epresentative 
“ should be considered by any person m ak- 
“ ÍDg an appointm ent unless it had been 
“ previously asked, in w riting, by one or 
“ more of the exam iners.” 
W hereupon 
H oar of M assachusetts “ suggested th a t as 
“ the exam ination was to be com petitive 
“ the am endm ent had b etter prohibit all 
“ such recom m endations.” 
A nd Mr. Ilo ar 
was right. 
I t w onld be m ost absurd and 
m ost inconsistent to leave any looDholes 
for the insertion of Congressional influence, 
if we are to have Civil Service reform. 
No exam iner coaid by any possibility 
have any busicess to ask a Senator or Con­ 
gressman 
for a 
recom m endation. 
Iu 
com petitive exam inations th e candidates 
are judged by th eir individual w ork, and 
by th a t alone. 
If an exam iner should un­ 
der any circum stances ask a Congressman 
to send him a recom m endation, it would 
be prim a facie evidence th a t th at exam iner 
was corrupt. 
The very esseaos of com­ 
petitive exam inations is th e doing away 
w ith all 
secondary 
and 
outside 
in ­ 
fluence. 
Tho exam iners neither know 
nor care who th e candidates arc. 
All 
they havo to do is to pas3 upon th eir work. 
Every candidate ia th u s m ade self-depend­ 
ent, and when the exam inations are over 
all the candidates m ust be listed as im ­ 
partially as possible and take their tu rn in 
obtaining appointm ents. 
I t is obvious th a t 
when once the public service has been filled 
ia this w ay it w ill be some tim e before 
there ara any considerable vacancies again. 
Supposing the apDointees to be ordinarily 
com petent, th e m ajority of them would 
hold office perm anently. 
B ut it is clear 
th at there cannotbe any provision of the kind 
proposed by M organ, H is argum ent in favor 
of extending th e com petitivo system be­ 
yond the low est grade of clerkships appear» 
to be more reasonable. 
T here should be 
some 
provision 
of 
th a t 
kind, 
though 
w ith a Bystem of prom otion from the lower 
grades it ia perhaps difficult to m ake such 
an arrangem ent. 
A s regards th e recom ­ 
m endation:, however, there is only one 
thing to he done, and th a t is to prohibit 
them altogether ; and we have no doubt 
th a t if this wero once done Congress would 
experience immense relief. 


A VERY 
NE0ESS4RY 
AMENDMENT, 


The fram ers of th e new C onstitution un­ 
dertook, among other things, to p u t a stop 
to th e abuses which had grown up in con­ 
nection w ith street im provem ents in San 
Francisco. 
In th eir z:al to protect the 
public, however, they adopted so iron- 
bound and im practical a scheme th at its 
only effect has been to render street im ­ 
provem ent impossible. 
The Convention 
provided th a t no public w ork or im prove­ 
m ent, of any description, should ha done 
or m ade in any city, the cost of which is 
chargeable upon private property, unless 
an estim ate of the co jt has losen made, and 
th e whole of the necessary money assessed, 
collected and paid into tho city treasury 
before the work is commenced. 
This brill­ 
iant piece of legislation has certainly p u t 
an end to the disease ; b u t by the sim ple 
m ethod of kiiliog th e patient. 
Thera are 
no more abuses connected w ith street im 
provem ents ; 
b u t 
it is 
because there 
is 
no 
more 
street 
improvem ent. 
The San 
Francisco 
Supervisors 
have 
consequently pwdSC d a resolution request­ 
ing the incom ing Legislature “ to pass, and 
“ subm it to a vote of the people of the 
“ S tate as soon as may be, a bill providing 
“ for th e am endm ent of the C onstitution 
“ of the S tate ” by striking out from Sec­ 
tion 10 of A rticle X I. all of tho first sen­ 
tence which relates to street w ork. 
I t 
will evidently be neceesary to do this, for 
there appears to be no way of getting 
round th e constitutional provision as it 
stands, and u n til th a t provision can be 
overcome in some way it w ill be impossible 
to m ake any street im provem ents. 
The 
blundering way in which the constitution- 
m akers m anaged this business is a fair illus­ 
tration of th e degree of statesm anship and 
intelligence they brought to all th e work 
before them . 


SERVED THEM

TH3 CJNGF-ESSIONAL LIBRARY. 


A fter all the discussion of the question, 
Congress has refused ta pas3 the bill to 
provide a suitable building for tho Con­ 
gressional Library. 
F or several years the 
disposition of th a t library has been becom­ 
ing more pressing. 
I t is a very valuable 
and large eollectiou of books. 
I t is con­ 
stantly growing. 
I t is at present housed 
in quarters w hich only adm it of the piling 
up of th e books in useless heaps.

There is no other nation calling itself civil­ 
ized which a t this stage of the w orld’s his­ 
tory w ould exhibit th e barbarism implied 
in the defeat of the L ibrary Building bill. 
The fact shows th a t Congress does not 
possess th e capacity to deal properly w ith 
questions of this kind, and th a t conse­ 
quently the national library should not 
have been intrusted to its care. 
The need 
of a suitable building w herein to place the 
books is, it is true, universally acknow l­ 
edged ; bu t w hen it comes to supplying 
this need Congress cannot be brought to 
do w hat it adm its to be necessary. 
Y et 
it would seem th a t a body w hich thought 
it no extravagance to appropriate SIS,000,- 
000 for a R iver and H arbor bill, aud w-hich 
has spent over §100.000,000 npon A m a re 
of Pensions, m ight he brought to realizo the 
propriety of a sinaii appropriation for the 
Congressional Library. 
A ud if a R epub­ 
lican Congress cannot bring itself to attcud 
to these m atters, how can it he hoped th at 
a Dem ocratic Congress will show itself 
more careful of th e claims of L iterature ?

The am ount of w ork done by Congress in 
these nine days m akes a creditable show ­ 
ing. 
I t is seldom th a t anything w orth 
speaking of is accom plished before tho 
holiday recesp. 
W e have alw ays too m any 
law yers in Congress, for one thing, and the 
policy of th e legal m ind is delay. 
B ut 
th e outgoing 
m ajority 
are 
thoronghly 
alarm ed about th e popular verdict for 1SS4, 
aud as they have only tw elve weeks more 
to mako a record in, there is danger th a t 
they will now overdo the thing. 
In their 
anxiety to have early sessions th ey have 
come near crow ding th e com m ittee work, 
which usually occupies the hoars from 10 
to 12, into chaor, and th e w ork done in 
com m ittee ia th e basis of al! im portant 
legislation in eith er House. 
H asty, incom ­ 
plete or ill-considered w ork there, shows 
iu tedious and w rangling debates in open 
session, or in th e heedless passage of 
clum sy laws, w hich have to bo repealed by 
a new Congress. 
Ia their zeal to cu t down 
expenses they have, it is feared, 


CRUSHED THE LIBRARY BILL, 
And Congress sorely needs a handsome, 
commodious library to accom m odate its 
4SO.OOO volumes, a num ber rapidly increas­ 
ing, because all copyrights of Am erican 
books are obtained through th is channel, 
and tw o copies of each w ork are retained. 
The books are piled more th an knee-deep 
on th e floor of the cosy, ornate little 
library-room th a t leads out on tho lovely 
w estern tcrracs of the Capitol grounds. 
A n intelligent Congressm an saya of the 
m atter to-day: “ lh e Library Com m ittee 
ha3 had the Eubj :cl under consideration for 
ten years. 
I t has been th s subject of care­ 
ful investigation, experts having gone to 
Europe in behalf of the com m ittee to study 
the plans 
and 
advantages of libraries 
abroad. 
T he com m ittee th u s informed 
comes into th e House w ith a pian of build­ 
ing and a site, selected cfter m nch care, 
and yet members who have n ot given the 
subject ten m inutes' study antagonize it 
w ith all sorts of w ild propositions. 
The 
character of the men composing the Library 
Committee is enough to s itis ’y me th a t the 
plan offered was the best to be had. 
Gov. 
Rice, of M assachusetts, is a careful and 
conservative m an. 
M r. Farw eli, ot Illi­ 
nois, also of the com m ittee, is a practical 
man, and is now building in Chicago a 
house th a t will cost nearly a million dollars. 
I t is safe, in m y judgm ent, to follow the 
report of such a com m ittee.” 
T here is 
danger, too, th a t th e departm ental appro­ 
priations will be pared down under this

lOGAL INTELLIGENCE, 


P o lice C o u rt.—There was a large calendar 
in the Police Court yesterday, and the Court 
was kept in session until nearly dark. Jas. 
Lewis pleaded guilty to a charge of being 
drunk, and waa fined £10, with the usual al­ 
ternative. This is the second conviction. 
Frank Kavanaugh, charged with misde­ 
meanor, was discharged on motion of the 
City Attorney. Mary May was brought in 
to answer the charge of being drunk, was 
convicted and fined $10. George lire.-ser 
was charged with grand larceny, but was not 
found guilty. The two boys—James Duffy 
and llussell Hapeman—who were airestedby 
officer Jackson and charged with stealing 
some knives from the store of Mrs. Fuchs, 
on K street, were arraigned on a charge of 
petty larceny. Duffy pleaded guilty, and 
judgment was postponed until next Wednes­ 
day. Hapeman’s case was continued to the 
same day. The case of E. Hammond, man­ 
ager of the hide and tallow-rendering estab­ 
lishment oa Twenty eighth and K streets, 
who bad been arrested on a charge of main­ 
taining a public nuisance, was called for 
trial. Defendant’s counse l, Freeman k Bates, 
have filed a demurrer to the complaint, and á 
jury trial w33 demanded. The cise was 
get fir hearing on next Thursday at 10 
o’clock. He is also charged with misde­ 
meanor under a State law, which case will 
also be tried. Twenty-seven witnesses from 
the neighborhood of the alleged nuisance were 
present for the prose cutio i. Thera were three 
cases still to try in which a jury had been 
demauded — Mrs. Davis aDd Mrs. Miller 
charged with battery, D. T. Cummings' 
common drunkard, and Jack Sullivan) 
charged with vagrancy. Is each of (heee the 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty. la 
tho case of Mrs. D.tvis and Mrs. Miller 
judgment was deferred until next Tuesday. 
Cummings will receive sentence this morn­ 
ing. Sullivan, otherwise known as Arizona 
Jack, is known to be a gambler, who only 
ventures his money on a “ sure thing.” He 
has been sentenced and served time in chain- 
gangs in other towns. He was notified by 
the officers to leave the city, but heeded not, 
and was arrested. He demauded a jury trial, 
which resulted as stated. He will be sen­ 
tenced this morning, and will probably bo a 
warning to others. 
Ind ependent R eclam ation. — The peti­ 
tion of Henry Hebb and John Kennede for 
the establishment of independent reclama­ 
tion districts on Grand Island came up for 
hearing bef ore the Board of Supervisors yes­ 
terday. Grove L. Johnson appeared for 
petitioners and Thomas H. Williams and 
George G ordon, of San Francisco, anpeared 
on behalf of Reclamation District Xo. 3, of 
which the land asked to be set apart is a por­ 
tion. On request of Mr. Williams it was 
ordered by the Board that E. B. Wiilis 
should act as reporter in the case. Some tes­ 
timony was offered on the part of petitioners, 
but none was offered by the opposition. Gen. 
Williams, in his argument before the Board, 
stated that many such petitions had been 
granted by the Board, and that each of the 
petitioners had eaii that thsy intended to 
proceed with the work of 
reclama­ 
tion. but that not one shovelful of 
earth had ever 
been moved in the 
direction of reclaiming the lauds ; that “ by 
their fruits ye shall know them 
that each 
piece of ¡and set apart by the Board from 
other districts lessened the chances of a 
reclamation of the district. He said the cost 
of levees for reclamation purposes was not 
less than $15,000 per mile, and that 6oma 
levees had cost_$3S.000 per mile. He stated 
that in his opinion the Board had no legal 
right to grant the prayers of petitioners, and 
he believed that the Superior Court would 
declare that such orders arc not valid. Mr. 
Hebb testified that he had paid §1,300 tor 
reclamation on Grand Island, and was now 
worse off than when he began. When the 
case was submitted to the Board a vote was 
taken and resulted in a unanimous vote in 
favor of granting the prayer of petitioners— 
excepting that Blair and Dreman declined to 
vote because they had not been present when 
the testimony was submitted. 
The W eather.—Of the prospects for good 
weather for the next few days Sergeant Bar- 
wick Bays : The rainfall yesterday was .02 of 
an inch, making 7.10 inches for the season, 
which is about two inches in excess of the 
average for the past six years to a corre­ 
sponding date of each year from 1S77 to 1882, 
both years included. There is a very heavy 
storm in Washington Territory, and also ia 
Oregon, and it has a tendency to cover over 
quite a largo territory north and south, and 
also has a tendency to take in the northern 
and central portions of California ; but from 
the appearance of the weather la3t night, as 
judged by the weather reports received at 
8:02 p. M., there is a prospect of the storm not 
being as severe in the amount cf precipitation 
as was at first anticipated, although from 
the rapid and sudden fluctuations of the 
meteorological instruments, the weather is 
undoubtedly in an unsettled coadition. There 
seems to be a cold wave approaching, for the 
thermometer has changed 13’ at Olympia in 
the past twenty-four hours—that is, the ther­ 
mometer last night stood at 39°, and the 
night beforefft was 52°. There may. there­ 
fore, be anticipated a clear sky and frosty 
weather Christmas day. The rain of yester­ 
day did not extend below San Francisco—at 
least it did not reach Visalia. The barometer 
is rising very rapidly in the extreme northern 
portion of the Pacific slope. Toe wind is 
generally south and southeast, and quite 
light in velocity. It is west and northwest 
eonth of San Francisco.

THE CITY'8 HEALTH. 
Meeting at tn« court-house—Resolution» 
Adopted. 
The public meeting called some days ago 
by citizens of the city for the pnrpose of con­ 
sidering sanitary measures was held at the 
Court-house last evening. A number of citi­ 
zens, who would probably have been present, 
were kept away by the rain ; but those pree- 
ent were representative citizens. 
Tho meeting was called to order ty Rev. 
Dr. Dwicell, who read the adverised call 
for the meeting, and proposed 8. C. Denson 
as Chairman of the meeting. Mr. Denson 
was elected unanimously. 
On taking the chair, Judge Denson said 
city had been suffering for 
past from diseases which 
soma

the 
time 
tifie men say are 
caused 
by 
bad 
sewerage; that unless something was done 
this city, which had always been considered 
one of the healthiest of cities, would lose its 
reputation; that there is nothing which does 
as much for the happiness and prosperity of a 
city as a well-earned reputation for healthfu'.- 
ness ; that no one seeks an unhealthy town to 
raise a f.mily in; neither will business mea 
seek to locate in such a place. He believed 
the matter was one that could be regulated. 
He said it is a w6ll-known proposition that 
water will not run up hill, and when the 
sewerage of the city is brought below the level 
of tin natural drain, it is not an easy 
matter to get rid cf i\ He presumed thi3 
meeting had been called for the parpóse of 
agitating the subject of relief. 
Win. J. Davis was then chosen Secretary 
of the meeting. 
Dr. Dwiuell then addressed the meeting. 
He eaid he had given the subject soma 
thought in a general way ; that it had seemed 
for some time that something ought to bs 
done to remove the contents of onr cesspools 
and vaults; there are probably 5,000 such 
vaults in tho city ; these are not emptied 
until it becomes absolutely necessary in order 
to continue the further use, or else they are 
covered up and new ones mado; such a 
method is very fatal to the health of a city; 
the odors from these vaults are either 
carried into ths houses through pipes, 
or H >at in the 
air of 
the city; 
something ehould be done to rapidly remove 
thesi elements, or else to transpose them into 
a imothieg which will not be noxiona ; the 
qnestiou arhes as to what is the be=t 
methed to alleviate this ; the present canal 
system is entirely inadequate ; if all the 
f.tal matter were to be pumped into tlie 
cmal it would become unhealthy to thu:-e 
living in the vicinity ; the purpose of mak­ 
ing the canal cerve the public is in my mind 
impossible ; several methods have been sug­ 
gested for removing this aggregation of filth. 
Ore is by a pneumatic method for removing 
the matter from tfee cessp ioIs to a cistern 
and then pump it into the river, or it might 
be used as a liquid manare; another method 
is to apply a force pump at the cesspools aud 
thus force the matter though the pipes to an 
outlet; both of the methods would require a 
great outlay at the beginning, and probablj 
the city would not care to go to so great an 
e.-per.se. If the cistern ehould he located at 
Second and T streets, near the river, it could 
be easily pumped over the levee ; by sinking 
a ciatern thirty feet below the surface of 
the ground and placing the receiving pipe 
about twenty feet below the grdnnd, it could 
be easily accomplished; the cistern should 
be air-tight, and the pump ehould discharge 
below low-water mark, thereby preventing 
aDy noxious gases from arising; by pump­ 
ing every day there would he no time for 
decomposition. If the pipe, for instance, 
was extended up Third street as far as D 
street, there would be a fall of eighteen 
inches to the block to the proposed cistern ; 
on Thirteenth street, from D etieet, there 
would be thirteen inches fall to each block ; 
on Tweoty-tirst street there would be eleven 
inches fall to each block. This would be 
ample to secure the beat of sewerage. The 
branch sewers might be two feet below the 
surface, which would be ample fall for them. 
There are two systems of sewerage after 
the latest approved plans—one the corn- 
hired system, which has pipes large 
enough for all purpose?, including rainfall ; 
the other, known as the separate system, 
which requires that the rainfall shall be car­ 
ried cff by some other means. The latter is 
probably ths better. This system is used in 
Memphis, Tenn., with good results. East of 
Thirteenth street we have no sewerB at all, 
and in this portloD the separate system might 
be used ; in other portions of the city the 
combined syetem migbt be used to a better 
advantage. In Memphis the cost of the sep­ 
arate system was §685 per mile. On this 
basis the sewerage of the entire city would 
cost leis than §200,000. The opinion of some 
of the bast practical engiueere should be 
obtained before anything is done. 
Calis were made for Mayor Brown, but he 
declined to speak on the subject, saying that 
he had come to listen and not to speak, bat 
stated that the canal is being opened through 
to Snodgrass slough. 
L F. Bassett said ths fall that would be 
gained by the work on the canal that ia ex­ 
tending to Snodgrass slough would bs almost 
nothing. The work now being done would 
amount to about §10,000, and was being done 
as a compromise with the people living aiocg 
th Hoe of the canal. 
It would cost 
§18,000 more lo gain a two-foot fall. 
In regard to pnmping sewige, he said there 
are four or_ five methods by which it can be 
done. It is perfectly practical to perfect a 
system of sewage which will be complete. 
The separate system of sewerage would not 
cost less than §100,000 to do the work that 
would necessarily have to bo done at the 
present time. Some of our sewers are wooden 
ones, and others era built of brick, with open 
joint?, acd many of them are no better than 
cesspools. Ia Eome places cerspoola are 
formed under the houses, and are never 
cleaned, but allowed to run over, whils others 
have no ventilation excepting into the house?. 
He believed the city of Sacramento should 
own an odorless excavator, and a charge be 
made only euffieient to pay the expenses of 
the work done, and that it should bs made 
imperative to have the cesspools and vaults 
cleaned frequently. 
Grove L. Johuson did not believe in the 
Snodgrass slough canal; the object originally 
was to carry off the water, and it was only of 
late years that it had been used for sewerage 
purposes ; ha was in favor of a pumping 
system. He then moved that it was the scene 
of the meeting that a pumping system ehould 
by adopted. He believed that the Board of 
Health Bbon’id exercise its power to order the 
matter of cleaning cesspools attended to at 
once. 
Dr. Dwine'l said if the cistern was cleared 
with the pump every day, the matter would 
at once mingle with the watf r of the river. 
O.her speakers, discussed the subjec*. 
among which were Samuel Cross, Win. ,T. 
Davis, S. S. Hoi), Mayor Brown, A. J. God­ 
dard, J. R. Watson, City Attorney Ander­ 
son, F. E. Dray, James McOlatcby, W. F. 
Knox, and others. Several of the speakers 
thought the cause of the present sickness was 
not a defective sewerage sysle-n, bnt that the 
malarial diseases prevailed in all parts of the 
coast, and that a comparison of the mortality 
repcrt of the various cities in the United 
States would show that Sacramento had f or 
the past ten years stood among the foremost 
in point of health. Prominent among these 
was Mayor Brown. 
A vote was then taken on the motion made 
by Mr. Johnson, aLd it was carried without 
a dissenting voice. 
Another motion was then made and carried 
that a committee of five be appointed by the 
Chair to repirt at a fn’ure meeting the best 
method of putting into operation the previous 
resolution. The committee was ar.p jinted as 
follows: Dr. Dwinell, W. F. Koox, J. R.

W ONDERS 
OF 
SIM PLE 
TOOLS. 


A complicated engine, like the common 
wood-worker, the printing-press, a com­ 
pound lathe, or various forms of spinning 
and weaving machines, is really one of the 
most wonderful th :ngs in the world. Most 
of such contrivances ate the product of the 
combined thought, study, experience and 
ingenuity of generations and ages; yet 
some of the simplest tools, either in their 
construction or use, represent a degree of 
ingenuity and manual tkill which is aston­ 
ishing. 
A common file is one of the sim­ 
plest of tools to look at, and to a careless 
view one of the easiest to make. 
Files 
have been in use from the beginning, and 
rank with the hatchet and hammer in sim­ 
plicity and usefulness. 
From the time the 
naked savage smoothed his arrow head 
w ith a bit ot sharp, gritted stone, and the 
handle of his club with a piece of dried fish 
skin, to these days of finely finished work, 
the race of man has employed some form 
of file to accomplish mechanical results. 
Y et the making of the hardened steel tile 
which is now so universal requires a 
delicacy 
of 
touch 
and 
exactness 
of 
movement that is wonderful. The diagonal 
cut upon the sides of a common “ three- 
cornered” file appear to the eye to be ab­ 
solutely regular, uniform in their relative 
distance and alike in depth ; the keenest 
vision is unable to detect any irregularity, 
and their cutting seems to be the work of 
a delicate and accurate'machine. 
A close 
scrutiny also Bhows that the cuts grow 
finer, closer and shallower by almoBt im­ 
perceptible degrees of variation as they 
approach the tapering point. 
Upon the 
smaller files of the regular sizes there are 
more than 200 of these parallel cuts to the 
inch, and in some of delicate make, for 
special purposes, this degree of fineness is 
greatly exceeded. 
Yet this wondrously 
delicate and accurate work is done, not by 
the aid of machines with minute microme­ 
ter screws and gauges, but with asim ple 
hammer and chisel in the workman’s hand. 
The advance of the chisel upon the blank 
at each cut of the 250th part of an inch, 
neither more or less, is regulated eimnly 
by the unaided sense of touch. The weight 
of the blow, also diminishing or increasing 
at each stroke by a fraction of an ounce as 
the cutting approaches or recedes from the 
point, is regulated solely by the judgment 
of the workman. 
All this is done without 
pause or hesitation to correct or re-adjust, 
and with a rapidity which shows itself in 
the cheapness of the finished file. 
File- 
cutting is rendered still more delicate and 
difficult by the varying hardness of the 
same bit of steel at difiereut points in its 
surface, which would cause blows of equal 
force to make cuts of varying depth and 
width. 
This unequal hardness niU3t be 
perceived as the cutting progresses, and 
allowance must be made for it all through 
the operation. 
Doubtless all this seems 
easy enough to the practiced file-cutter, 
and he does his work without even think­ 
ing of these difficulties. 
Y et the educa­ 
tion of hand, nerve and brain to such a per­ 
fection of movement is certainly a most 
wonderful illustration of perfection at­ 
tained in the use of tools. 
For more than 
one hundred years efforts have been made 
to eut files by machinery, with only par­ 
tial and moderate success, the process, 
simple as it appears, being too delicate for 
less perfect instruments than the human 
hand and brain.—[Builder 
and Wood­ 
worker.

GERMAN 
IM P R E 3 3 . 


I t is not every friend of monarchy, says 
the Berlin correspondence of the London 
Teleijraph, who approves those traditions 
which, as in the house of Uohenzollern, 
exclude the heir-apparent and his consort 
from participation m nearly all the impor­ 
tant affairs of the nation, and render it ex­ 
tremely difficult for them to develop and to 
manifest such special gifts as they possees 
for acquiring the affections of their future 
subjects. 
The failing health of the Em­ 
press and the Emperor’s great age are, how­ 
ever, at present giving an opportunity to 
the Crown Prince and Princees for Bhowiug 
in how high a degree they are endowed 
w ith all those qualities and masters in all 
those arts that insure popularity to Princes. 
In welcoming the Crown Prince of Austria 
and his young spouse on their first visit to 
the German court, Prince Frederick W ill­ 
iam and our Princess royal are discharging 
a duty for which they are eminently fitted, 
and which the cordial relations subsisting 
between the imperial families of Austria 
and Germany render a genuine pleasure for 
all concerned. 
During the days preceding 
the imperial visit the Crown Princess of 
Germany has been receiving deputations 
and visiting several hospitals and tchoole, 
Catholic and Jewish, as well as Protestant, 
and 
charitable 
establishments, 
giving 
proofs everywhere of a thorough and un­ 
common knowledge of the art of nursiDg, 
the necessity of ventilation, and all thoee 
branches of hygienic culturo in which 
Flegland excels tbe rest of the world. 
In 
the “ A o'.kskuche” of a ladies’ association 
she tasted the cheap and good soup made 
for the poor, received a report frcm medi­ 
cal men on the excellent results obtained 
by sending pale and sickly town children 
into rural retreats, or, as Germans desig­ 
nate them, holiday colonies, and compli­ 
mented the citizens of Iireeiau on the 
liberality with which their charities had 
been endowed or were kept up. 
Oa an­ 
other occasion she attired herself in the 
•’a ttila ” of her regiment, the Black Hus­ 
sars, and defiled with her men in front of 
the Emperor, first in slow and then in 
quick time. 
On Thursday last, when the 
Crown Prince, with Count Moltke and the 
latter's designated successor, Count YVal 
dersee, at his side, was witnessing the 
maneuvers from the supposed enemy’s 
camp. Princess Victoria led her regiment at 
full canter to an attack upon his position, 
eliciting from her husband the remark that 
“ this was the first time in his life that she 
had figured am,Dg his adversaries.” 


R e s p o n s i b i l i t y . — Nothing takes the 
pride of labor and its results out of a man 
like divesting him of responsibility. 
The 
minute you make a machine out of a man 
into whom God has breathed the breath of 
life, and given brains and sympathy to, 
th at minute you deprive him of the greater 
part of his usefulness. 
This is why public 
employes and the employes of large estab­ 
lishments are so spiritless and indifferent. 
The red tape l>> which they are surround­ 
ed, aud hampered, aud depressed, takes 
away all their individuality; it makes 
them mere wooden men, whose places can 
be filled for less money by cucumber 
pumps. 
If von want to get all there is in 
a man out of him, invest him with a sense 
of responsibility, make him feel as if he 
was an intelligent creature, and responsi­ 
ble for what he does or does not. 
To this 
fact may be attributed the intellectual 
superiority of the graduates of smaller 
shops, where red tspe is unknown. 
But 
don’t mistake by thinking-red tape and 
system are synonymous. 
Red tap9 is sys­ 
tem carried to an unintelligent and unrea­ 
sonable extreme. 
System is order in its 
highest degree—that is, combined with 
good sense.—[Philadelphia Enterprise.

N e w B o x e s .—Orchardists seem to be 
taking a new departure in reference to the 
best method of guarding against the spread 
of scale bugs and other fruit pests through 
the medium of returned fruit boxes. 
The 
plan is to allow the boxes to go with the 
fruit. 
Heretofore the growers were labor­ 
ing under the impression that by having 
the-r boxes returned to them they were 
saving much expense, but it has been dis­ 
covered that this is but poor economy, es­ 
pecially when taking into account the 
great risk cf sowing broadcast through the 
orchards the larvic of orchard peats, by the 
means of the use of the old boxes returned 
from the San Francisco markets. 
An ex­ 
change, speaking in advocacy of ship­ 
ping fruit in none but new boxes, tays : 
“ Tne orchardist 
is 
told 
that 
boxes 
are returned free, but that it is a fallacy 
which must be seen at a glauco. 
Railroad 
and steamboat companies cannot afford to 
handle boxes by the thousands free of cost. 
Instead of charging, say six cents for full 
and four cents for empty boxes, they 
charge ten cents one way and return free. 
Truckmen in the city charge enough for 
the full boxes to cover the expense of the 
empties, and as quite a percentage is never 
returned they are that much ahead. 
Tae 
commission merchant can afford to handle 
the goods at less figures if he does not have 
the worry about gathering the boxes in, 
sorting and nailing into packages. 
So it 
will be seen that the full price for new 
boxes is paid out for the return of the old 
and battered 
and oftentimes worthless 
ones.”—[Petaluma Argus, November 17th. 


D a n g e r o f R e m o v in g C a t t l e t o H o t 
C li m a t e s —In view of the that cattle are 
frequently imported to thÍ3 coast from 
comparatively cold climates, the following 
instructions taken from the Planter's Jour­ 
nal, \ lckaburg Miss., may prove interest­ 
ing and useful: 
“ It is never safe to seed 
an animal of the bovine species which is 
over one year old from a hot climate. 
It 
should always be iu a thin conditioo, and 
shipped the latter part of autumn, when 
the weather will be the coolest on its ar­ 
rival at the port of destination, and as the 
following spring opens, it will get gradu­ 
ally accustomed to the heat. 
An imported 
animal should be put, immediately on ar­ 
rival, into a roomy, well ventilated stable, 
so dark as to be protected from annoy­ 
ing insects. 
It ought never to be exposed 
to a hot sun by day, or to dews at night, 
for the latter are often as injurious as to 
the former. 
It should be watered from a 
pure source all it will drink five times a 
day, and only be moderately fed. It might 
be taken out for exercise for half an hour 
or moro just before sundown, and again be­ 
fore sunrise. 
Rook salt should be con­ 
stantly kept in its feed box, for it to lick 
at pleasure, and a half to a full, heaped 
tablespoonful of sulphur, according to 6ize 
and age, and twice as much pure wood 
ashes given it, once or twice a week. 
If 
these last two be mixed with a little bran 
or meal, the animal will take them readi­ 
ly.” 


H e r e f o r d s o n t u f . R a n g e . — 'The Here­ 
ford breed of cattle is rapidly coming into 
favor in the coast districts of this colony. 
In our last issue we noticed the arrival of 
fifty heifers iron, the celebrated Tocal herd, 
to form the nucleus of a pure herd at Du- 
rundur. 
These will be fo'lowed in the 
course of a few months by one of the best 
bulls now in UBe at Tocal to preside over 
this newly formed stud here. 
For ten 
years past the Durundur herd has been 
gradually undergoing a change from Short­ 
horn to Herefords, aud so far, in the opin­ 
ion of the owners, the change has been a 
most j idicious one. 
A t Cressbrook, where 
they Lave been tried alongside one of the 
best 
Short-horn 
herds in the colony, 
it is reported that they hold their own 
well. 
At Gracemere, where they are 
also kept side by side with first class 
Short-horn*, Mr, \ \ illiam Archer gave it 
as his experience of them th at they main­ 
tain their condition in seasons of severity 
when the Short-horns were “ curled up.” 
For many years Mr. Elliot has had a Here­ 
ford herd at Undully, in the Logan district, 
and as butchers’ cattle this herd is said to 
be equal to any in the district. 
In the far 
north a large herd has been established in 
the Kennedy district, the owners believing 
that they thrive and fatten better than the 
Durhams. It has been the opinion of many 
that they are not so suitable to the inland 
districts aa the Durhams ; but here again 
the opinion of the M essrs. Wyndham, who 
have long experience of the breed on 
W inton run, in the southwest of Darling 
Downs, is in direct opposition to this. The 
first cross between a Hereford and Durham 
has been found to produce an exceedingly 
valuable beast for the butcher.—[G re e n s 
lander. 


S t ra w in P la c e of H a y . —Colonel F . 
D. Curtis has been experimenting in feed­ 
ing farm animals upon straw in place of 
more costly hay, and finds a profit in it, 
provided a suitable amount of grain be 
given with the straw. 
Last winter he 
found himself short of hay but with plenty 
of straw, and he gives in the New York 
Tribune his experience in substituting the 
cheaper for the dearer fodder. 
The straw 
was fed chiefly in cold weather, as the ani­ 
mals had a better appetite then than after 
the weather became warm in spring, 
A 
horso ate 81 cent3 worth of meal and 60 
cents worth of straw in seven d ay s/th at 
would have eaten two dollars worth of 
hay in the same time, if hay alone had 
been his food, thus making a saving of 
more than oce-fourth. 
Milch 
cows, 
working oxen and young cattle all did 
well with Btraw and corn fodder as a part 
of their ration. 
The butter made was of 
excellent quality and the milk yield highly 
satisfactory. 
He found that bright straw 
for horses driven on the road is superior to 
hay, as they will not so readily overfill 
themselves as with hay. 
Plenty of grain 
must be given with straw to animals at 
hard work. 
He believes that farmers can 
afford to sell a portion of their hay, and 
then purchase grain to feed with their 
straw and make a prolit by exchange. 
It 
is no new thing to feed straw in winter to 
farm animals, hut it was not till such ex­ 
perimenters as Professor Sanborn and the 
agricultural chemists showed the philosophy 
of the practice that the farmers have felt 
free to adopt it as a sound policy.

M a n c h a m p 
S h e e t . — La Basso- 
Cour, the acknowledged live stock journal 
of France, in a recent number contained 
the following interesting account of the 
“ Manchamp*,” among the mo6t prized 
wool sheep of that country: 
“ The line 
ovine breed of Manchamps, remarkable for 
the long silky wool of its subjects, is one of 
the triumphs of French breeding. 
This 
variety was obtained from a single puny, 
ill-shaped male sheep. 
W heu this animal 
was examined, it was found that, though 
badly shaped, it had excellent wool — 
smooth, long and silky as beast could de­ 
sire. 
The farmer who owned the creature, 
being a master of his art, understood 
the 
importance of the occasion, 
and 
knew that hiB fortune was made if onlv 
the lamb lived aud was used 
to the 
best advantage. 
The name of this far­ 
mer was M. Graux. 
Tne problem was 
how to borrow his useful qualities to trans­ 
mit them to the entire flock, and make the 
exception which he presented the rale and 
the characteristic of a uew breed. 
When 
the animal had attained a suitable age he 
was employed in breeding. 
Those of his 
offspring which resembled him were set 
apart for stock rams. 
This course was re­ 
peated with the subjects of tho second gen­ 
eration. 
Among tho rirst Iambs there were 
two individuals with silky hair ; at the 
second trial five subjects were obtained, 
la ISJS there were rams with silky hair 
to supply the flock, and in a short time the 
numbers had so much increased that their 
owners were able to take them into market. 
The Manchamp breed was created.”

H e a t .—Among the attractions of a recent 
fete in the Tuiileries Garden, in Paris, was 
an apparatus for the concentration and 
utilization of solar heat, and, though the 
sun was not very brilliant, this apparatus 
set in motion a machine which printed sev­ 
eral thousand copies of a newspaper enti­ 
tled the Solid Journal. 
The sun’s rays arc 
concentrated in a rt ilcctor, which moves at 
the same rate as the sun, and heats a ver­ 
tical boiler, setting the motive steam en­ 
gine at work. 
About fifteen years ago 
Professor Mouchorn, of Tour?, began the 
construction of an apparatus for the utiliza­ 
tion of solar heat, and his experiments 
have been continued by M. Pitre. A com­ 
pany have row’ constructed a number of 
apparatus of different sizes. 
I t is to be 
evident that in a country of uninterrupted 
sunshine the boiler might be heated in 
thirty or forty minutes. 
A portable appa­ 
ratus could boil two and a half quarts an 
hour.
